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Turnaround’ sessions for district staff

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel has 
set up two days of work sessions for the 
ten members of the District Turnaround 
Network team of the Van Buren Public 
Schools. 

The team will work with Dr. Grant 
A. Chandler and his team on a “Rapid 
Turnaround” program for the district. 

Dr. Chandler is with the Calhoun 
Intermediate School District and is the State 
of Michigan MI Excel Project Director. 
There is no cost to the district except for 
the mileage for the staff to get to and from 
the sessions. The retreat will be held Oct. 
13 and 14, possibly in Novi. 

Dr. Chandler will be scheduled to speak 
to the school board and the public at a 
meeting in the near future, said Jeff Moore, 
director of curriculum. 

The state has named two schools as Focus 
Schools in the Van Buren District — Tyler 
Elementary and McBride Middle School 
— because the gap between their 30% top 
and 30% bottom students is too large. Ten 
percent of the schools in Michigan are 
Focus Schools. If the district can’t get this 
“Z gap” decreased, the state may have to 
intervene, Supt. Van Tassel said at the Aug. 
17 work/study session. 

He also said, “For our district that gap is 
huge” and “our gap is wider than most.” 

"We're behind the game and we have 
to catch up,” he said. “The bottom 30 are 
doing very, very poorly," Van Tassel said. 

At the Sept. 21 work/study session of 
the school board, Van Tassel discussed the 
"Blueprint for Rapid Turn Around." 

He said the sessions are necessary because 
students are not getting the education they 
deserve for today. 

"Retroactively,the model wasthe Industrial 

Age model," he said. ^We educated 20- 
30% for white-collar decision makers and 
the rest got a job in production. 

"Now we need occupational readiness," 
he said. ^Michigan has made the decision 
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that education is about getting a job and in 
Van Buren 51% of our student body goes 
on to college or some other education or 
training. 

" And this blueprint for a rapid turnaround 
is about the other 49%. 

*We have a lack of district systems in 
which to place support and there's a sense 
of urgency... ‘Sally cannot wait!" 

He said in the middle of this is a fight 
about retention. He said research says 
retention does not work. 

"So, the urgency places pressure on 
tracking the teaching staff. Blueprint is 
system-wide and building-wide, based on 
research." 

Board vice-president Martha Toth is the 
board's representative to the blueprint staff 
retreat. 

Van Tassel said research shows that 
every individual will have as many as eight 
completely different jobs in his/her career. 

Barbara Miller said from the audience 
that if the goal is training for employment 
only, what about citizenship and whose 
obligation it is to teach citizenship since 
informed voters are essential to preserving 
the country. If they change jobs eight times, 
they will be voting right along no matter 
what jobs they have. 

"Your question is inappropriate at 
this time," said board president Brent 
Mikulski. 

District Board Procedures 

At the beginning of the Sept. 21 work/ 
study session, Mikulski led a discussion on 
board procedures, referring consistently to 
a document that members of the audience 
were not offered. 

He said 14 months ago the board adopted 
“District Board Procedures,” which is 
"a great tool for us to remind ourselves, 
refresh ourselves as to how we conduct 
ourselves as a board." 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said partnerships 
with the community should be a goal. She

Saturday celebration centers around 
Eric's Make-A-Wish tree house

On Saturday a large crowd of supporters 
attended a picnic at the home of Eric Osaer, 
13, in Sumpter Township. 

The focus of the event was the huge tree 
house in the backyard given to Eric by the 
Make-a-Wish foundation and constructed 
by Pro Home Improvement. 

Eric has eosinophilic disease, a very 
complex disease that attacks the digestive 
system and blood. It depletes the body of 
iron and essential nutrients necessary for 
proper development and physical growth. 

In addition, the symptoms associated with 
this disease are painful cramping, bleeding, 
vomiting, and polyps. 

Due to lack of nourishment caused from 
multiple food allergies or intolerance to so 
many foods, Eric must rely on a feeding 
tube for his nutrition. There is no cure for 
the disorder. 

His mother Renee Osaer said Eric has 
just completed the worst eight months 
of his life and has been in and out of the 
hospital. She said in March he didn't want 
to live, but he started watching the tree 
house construction and that changed him. 


He turned 13 on June 13. Because of his 
illness he doesn't have many friends, his 
mother said, so the Pro Home Improvement 
crew and their families attended his birthday 
party and it was a great celebration. 

He recently also 


was diagnosed with ! 
ulcerative colitis, 
asthma, inoperable 


tumors on his back, 
having a hole in his 
heart, and connective 
tissue disorder. 

He has to go back to 
the Cincinnati Hospital 
Oct. 16 for his next scope and then to 
the University of Michigan Hospital for 
another MRI. 

But also this summer Eric was adopted 
by his stepfather, Junior Osaer, although 
it wasn't easy. Renee said they are in the 
process of changing Michigan law to make 
it easier for others. 

Also, this summer, Eric took part in the 
Wayne County 4-H Fair as part of the 4-H 
Critters Club. He won four trophies, one 
medal, 17 ribbons (11 were first places) and

On Tuesday, Sept. 22, a large, lighted, wooden cross made of Western red cedar was 
erected at Hayward’s party store at the entrance to the city of Belleville. The cross, crafted 
by James Forrest Chapman, figured in the trespassing charge against him that put him in 
jail for five and a half months. He is appealing that conviction. Owners of the store, who 
are Catholics, say the Christian cross placement was important, since the sculpture the 
city placed next door to their parking lot looks like a “Muslim monument.” Chapman said 
he used his sawmill to cut a former utility pole, given to him by a DTE subcontractor, 
into an 8"x8" by 24’ piece that he cut again and formed into an 18’ tall and 6’ wide cross.

Booville? Yes, it is 
a scary time in this 
neck of the woods 


Booville in Bellevillle is for face painting, 
scarecrow decorating, diving for coins in 
straw, pumpkin cutting, pub crawls, and 
dressing up like witches. 

It's for fun and games in hopes of bringing 
people downtown to see what the city has 
to offer. 

But the really scary part of October in 
these parts is the school district in panic 
mode trying to stay out of state control; the 
budget sessions in Van Buren Township, 
trying to stay out of state control when 
Visteon's bonds are due; and Belleville's 
election for mayor and council, with city 
residents seeking respect for those who go 
into harm's way to fight their fires. 

We have no problem with playtime for 
adults, but the quality of life for residents 
of the tri-community is at stake now and 
we just can't keep dancing around and 
turning our heads. 

A handful of people attend the infrequent 
school board meetings. Few speak up. 
People are too busy to care about how our 
future leaders are being educated or too 
hesitant to speak up because of the chilling 
rules the board has put in place. 

VBT board meetings now have an 
armed police officer in attendance in case 
someone offends the board by speaking up 
too exuberantly and needs to be escorted 
from the building. 

These are scary times, indeed. Look 
around. Boo! 
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A reader, Cheryl Sherman, said every 
time she is in the Belleville Road/I-94 area 
a thought runs through her mind about the 
library. 

"[ wonder if the new library could be 
located in the old Farmer Jack’s building? 
Sure, it needs updating and a facelift, but it 
would still be cheaper than additions, etc. 
and plenty of space inside, I would think. 
Maybe there would be too much construction 
necessary, but I just had to mention it.” 

We can pass on the idea to the architect 
and library building committee who are 
considering all kinds of ideas these days. 

A Belleville resident says the annoying 
phone calls are, “Still at it and getting 
worse.” She said over the past few weeks 
she’s been advised she has won three free 
cruises, and, of course, the IRS is going to 
sue her. All scams. 

My son, Bill, had to go to the credit union 
to straighten out his account since someone 
had stolen his ATM information and depleted 
his funds. It seems the information was taken 
electronically by one of those tricky devices 
that can read information from a card in your 
pocket. He was told to get a card carrier that 
keeps the card safe from prying eyes. 

And here’s yet another complaint about 
the federal government. A Belleville senior 
citizen received a thick survey from the 0.5. 
Census Bureau saying she has been selected 
for in-depth questioning. She has no desire 
to answer the questions about her finances, 
her personal life, her ethnicity, and other 
details of her life. She won’t do it, period. 
We'll see what happens when they come out 
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and knock on her door, which they threaten 
to do. 

A defendant at the 34 District Court 
was immediately released by Judge David 
Parrott and his family broke into applause 
in the courtroom during the Sept. 23 court 
session. The man, Marvin Weaver, had been 
incarcerated for 54 days because he had been 
unable to make bond on a misdemeanor 
charge. 

Judge Parrott pointed out that they can 
hold a person a maximum of 28 days on a 
misdemeanor and he didn’t know why the 
sheriff hadn’t released him. Judge Parrott 
gave Weaver a $5,000 personal recognizance 
bond (no money needed) and told him to 
have no contact with the victim. Weaver’s 
case was adjourned until Oct. 14 and his 
family happily took him home. 

One of Belleville attorney Tom White’s 
victims said she had applied to the State 
Bar and was told two more victims applied 
for funds just before the deadline, so the 
process will take a little longer while they 
are processed. The state person didn’t say 
how many victims had filed. 

She said after all the victims are validated, 
there will be a letter sent to Tom White in 
prison. If there is no answer there will be 
another letter sent to White. 

There is $350,000 set aside to give to 
victims and the total amount in White’s case 
amounts to more than that. There are many

steps and several boards that have to approve 
the settlements. It looks like it should take 
until next summer to settle everything.

The toilets aren't ADA and 
the furnace is 30 years old. But, it looks like 
it could be used, if the township wants to 
provide the structure for its library use. The 
township is looking for the original plans 
for the building so money doesn't have to be

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Schools need to рау 
attention to abatements 


To the Editor: 

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education needs to start working 
cooperatively with Van Buren Township. 

By law, when the township meets to talk 
about abatements, all taxing jurisdictions 
are notified via certified mail. This includes 
the schools. No one from VBPS has ever 
attended the abatement meetings or sent 
any correspondence that was read at a 
meeting. 

Recently GE repaid personal property 
taxes to the township because they could 
not meet their obligation of hiring 200 
employees as agreed in their 2012 tax- 
abatement agreement. 

According to the Treasurer's Office, 
the township recovered $24,480.89, but 
nothing was repaid to the schools because 
they did not send a representative to a VBT 
meeting to update the abatement policy. 
This was a $19,501.95 loss to Van Buren 
Schools. 

GE is notalone on the list of manufacturing 
companies whose tax burdens have been 
excused or reduced through tax abatements. 
The schools can't ignore agreements that 
reduce their resources, thereby shifting a 
larger tax burden to the residents of VBT. 

The BIG question here is: How much 
school tax repayment was lost during 
Visteon's bankruptcy settlement?

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we don't." 

Section 1.32 is about persons addressing 
the board and all can do a better job, he 
said. He said they should understand the 
issue and [later] correctly respond back 
to the audience member and advise the 
board. 

“Our breakdown in the past is when we 
engage in topics ... our administrators the 
same way," Mikulski said. 

Toth said the rationale for halting 
discussion is that it's not on the agenda.

“That discussion should be 
cut short.” 

Mikulski said the board members and 
administration prepare for the agenda items. 
He said they can engage with a speaker 
after the meeting to get an understanding 
of what the issue is before any answer is 
given. 

Frazier said there have been several issues 
brought to the board and it was said that 
Van Tassel would get back to the speakers. 

“I asked if they were contacted by Van 
Tassel and their answer was no,” Frazier 
said.

Court Watching: 
Robert Charles Zumbro 


sentenced to 4-15 years 
for sex with teenager

Robert Charles Zumbro, 34, of Sumpter 
Township was sentenced to 4 years, 3 
months to 15 years in prison on Sept. 21 
after pleading guilty to three counts of 
criminal sexual conduct with a 14 year-old 
female acquaintance that began in April. 
Sentencing him was Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Vonda Evans. Zumbro 
has been in the Wayne County Jail since 
June 26, held on $250,000/10% bond. 

He now is in the Charles Egeler Reception 
and Guidance Center in Jackson where 
officials will determine in which prison he 
will serve his sentence. 

Zumbro was arrested on June 11 following 
an investigation by Sumpter police, which 
started on June 2 after a complaint to the 
department by the juvenile's mother upon 
her learning of the sexual encounters 
between Zumbro and her daughter. 

Melissa Huziak 

Melissa Ashley Huziak, 20, of Sumpter 
Township, pled guilty to one felony count 
of criminal sexual conduct - third degree 
(with a person aged 13-15) and is serving 
a term of 1-15 years in the Michigan 
Department of Corrections' Huron Valley 
Complex for Women on Bemis Road in 
Ypsilanti. 

She was sentenced by Circuit Court Judge 
Gregory D. Bill on July 23 and was given 
44 days credit for time served. 

Herearliest release date is June 8,2016 and 
the maximum release date is June 8, 2030. 
Huziak had been held on a $50,000/10% 
bond in the Wayne County Jail after her 
arrest in Sumpter Township. 

Huziak was alleged to have had individual 
sexual encounters with two juvenile males, 
ages 14 and 15, on separate occasions in 
and around February of this year. 

The investigation started after a complaint 
to police by the father of the 15-year-old 
after he learned of a sexual encounter 
between Huziak and his son.
